Few’  cities  liave  seen  so  many 
chan'O’es.  Originally  a  royal  city  of  tlie  Greeks;  then 
the  seat  of  empire  of  tlie  Soljiikian  sultans;  after- 
wanls  taken  hy  the  (’rusaders,  seized  hy  the  Franks, 
re-possossed  by  the  Greek.s,  and  at  last  lost  to  the  Ot¬ 
tomans.  Rut  to  us  its  chief  attraction  was  that  here 
originated  that  celebrated  creed  to  which  the  city  gave 
its  name  and  which  in  return  ha.s  preserved  the  me¬ 
mory  of  the  city,  that  might  otherwise  have  pa.ssod 
into  the  same  fijrgotfulnes.s  with  most  of  tlie  magnifi¬ 
cent  cities  once  scattered  over  .Asia  Minor.

V\'e  desire  to  go  forth  to  our  work  untrammelled 
Me  wish  to  l>c  allowed  in  this  our  own  way  to  do  all  that 
we  can  to  save  a  dying  world,  and  be  co-workers  with 
Christ  in  beseeching  lost  sinners  “  not  to  receive  the  grace 
of  God  in  vain."  What  we  ask  of  our  brethren  of  other 
denominations,  is, — not  to  throw  obstacles  in  our  way— 
not  to  imjipde  us  in  our  work— not  to  forstall  or  block  up 
our  way  Iiy  unkind  jirejmliccs,  but  to  allow  us  to  go  on 
and  make  full  proof  of  our  ministry.  If  they  cherish  these 
prejudices  against  us,  and  diffuse  the  savour  of  them 
through  the  community,  they  exceedingly  hinder  us  in  all 
our  endeavours  to  break  down  the  power  of  “  the  God  of 
this  world,”  and  to  build  up  the  kingdom  of  the  Redeem¬ 
er.  Hence  our  wish  to  remove  these  prejudices.  In  the 
preceding  letter  I  stated  some  things  which  we  could  do  to 
effect  this  object.  I  then  intimated  that  I  had  other  consi¬ 
derations  of  a  kindred  character  to  suggest.  I  will  now 
proceed  to  call  your  attention  to  some  of  these. 

3.  The  third  remark  that  I  would  offer,  is, —  that  to  re¬ 
move  prejudices  from  the  minds  of  those  who  sre  in  a 
measure  ignorant  of  the  usages  and  order  of  the  Episco¬ 
pal  Church,  it  is  important  that  in  our  defence  of  the 
Church,  we  should  discriminate  between  things  essential 
and  non-essential,  that  we  should  place  things  upon  their 
proper  basis  and  not  exalt  that  which  is  of  comparative-

attention  is  esjiecially  called  liy  the  services  of  the  Church 
to  the  great  leading  events  in  the  Saviour’s  life,  and  the  prin¬ 
cipal  doctrines  of  Christianity,  as  one  of  the  happiest 
arrangements  in  our  liturgy — and  one  that  places  us  in 
comfiarison  with  other  religious  denominations  upon  de¬ 
rided  “  vantage  ground.”  By  this  provision,  our  |>eople, 
where  the  mini-ster  does  not  prove  utterly  recreant  to  his 
high  trust,  hecome  thoroughly  and  systematically  instruct¬ 
ed  in  the  great  doctrines  and  duties  of  Christianity.  Take, 
for  instance,  the  season  of  Lent,  when  thc  attention  of  our 
people,  in  view  of  the  humiliation  and  death  of  the  Son 
of  God,  are  particularly  directed  to  special  self-examina¬ 
tion  and  prayer.  M'hat  could  be  more  admirably  adapted 
to  aid  a  minister  in  bis  great  work  of  converting  souls, 
and  of  building  up  his  people  in  holiness  and  all  the 
graces  of  the  divine  life,  than  the  observance  of  such  a  sea¬ 
son  as  this?  And  does  not  experience  most  conclusively 
prove  the  value  of  this  arrangement?  Do  not  our  Lent 
seasons  usually  come  laden  with  the  richest  spiritusi 
blessings  to  our  flock  ?  In  defending  our  communion, 
therefore,  snd  in  speaking  of  the  operation  of  our  system, 
let  us  endeavour  to  lead  those  who  cherish  unkind  prejudi¬ 
ces  against  us  to  look  st  farts.
